for  the  purpose  of  letting  off  surplus  water  from 
swamps  and  low  udry  lands,  in  order  to  enable  the 
owners  or  occupiers  thereof  to  cultivate  or  improve  the 
same,  such  parties  shall  open  a just  and  fair  propor- 
tion of  such  ditch  or  water-course  according  to  their 
several  interests. 

3.  In  case  of  a dispute  between  owners  respecting 
such  proportions,  the  proceedings  to  be  adopted  shall 
be  as  provided  in  sections  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9 and  10  of  the 
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Act  respecting  boundary  fences  and  water-courses, 
1876. 

4.  The  Fence  Viewers  sliall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  (S'2.;5())  each  for 
every  day’s  work  under  this  by-law.  Land  surveyors 
and  witnesses  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  compen- 
sation as  if  tliey  were  subptenaed  in  any  County  Court. 

5.  Any  person  dissatislied  with  the  award  made 
may  appeal  tlierefroin,  as  provided  in  section  12  of  the 
Act  before  mentioned. 

6.  Any  agreement  between  owners  respecting  such 
line  fence,  ditch  or  water-course,  in  writing,  may  be 
filed  or  registered  and  enforced  as  if  it  were  an  awaril 
of  Fence  Viewers. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purpo.ses  as  the 
“ By-law  to  regulate  and  define  the  duties  of  Fence 
Viewers  and  the  construction  of  boundary  fences, 
1891.”

WH  EREAS  it  is  expedient  to  establish  the  grades 
of  certain  streets,  avenues  and  walks  within  the 
City  of  Victoria  ;

1.  From  and  after  the  final  passage  of  this  hy-law
